Anderson, Jr. The former spoke on the Lebanese crisis 
of 1958 and the latter on the Cuban missile crisis of 
1962, Admiral Anderson repeatedly and rather pointedly 
stressed the need for objective and diversified intelli- 
gence, even at the cost of duplication, and warned 
against allowing pre judgments to influence the analysis 
of new intelligence.
